1 confefs, 1 was furpriz’d 
witha certain Pleafure, to fee fomething before 
me upon this Head; and tho’, | confefs, I ne- 
ver faw the Paper, and fhould be oblig’d to any 
Body that would help me to it; yet it tells me 
at firft thought, that there muft be fomething 
in it very much to the prefent Purpofes ¥ am 

f all the Methods lately 
attempted to fet the Poor to work. 

I farther obferve, that Paper proceeds to 
propofe Remedies in this Cafe, and the Gentle- 
man feems to blame me, that I have not done 
the like. I muft own I fomething wonder at 
that, fince thro’ the Multitudes of Daily Inter- 


 fuption, I have not yet been able to come to 


the bottom of the Diftemper, and the Cure is 


the laft thing of Courfe to be attempted. 


What I have yet advanc’d, I profefs to be 
purely my own thoughts of the Englifo Confti- 


tution in Trade, I neither have confulted, nor 
indeed know what has been writ on this Head. 
Reafon, the Nature of Things, the Courle of 
Trade, and the Hiftory of Trade, is in every 
Man’s Head, and before every Man’s Eyes that 
has been converfant Abroad, and that knows 
any thing of General Correfpondence. 

f therefore I have Err’d, it isall my own, I 
am therefore fo much the more Careful to keep 
Clofe to Fundamentals and Principles in Trade, 
not fearing but to the very laft Articles I fhall 
be juftify’d by Men of Knowledge and Can- 
dor, and fhall be able to Defend what 1 Ad- 
vance in this Cafe, by Reafon and Experi- 
ence. 

*Tis own’d, I have madea bold Attempt, and 
Abundance of my Friends tell me, ’tis too hard 
for me, I fhall never gothro’it. Pray, Gentle- 
men, let the Man alone, bs Heart i in it, and 
he will certainly work his way thro’ it with Di- 
ligence and Time.

The Subjeét of low’ring the Prizes of our Ma- 
nufaétures has been lightly towch’d “at’ in our 
laft, I prefume what is there offered, may have 
fo much Self-Evidence as to ftand upon itsowa 
Foot, till an Occafion of further Debate may 
bring it in Gourfe to be fpoken more fully 


to. 

The Matter of our Neighbours Under-‘elling 
us, is now before.me:.Under-felling, as is no- 
ted before, confifts in two Tradefinen making 
Goods of Equal Goodnefs, but one Selling Chea- 
per than the other,this ’tisapparent our Neigh- 
bours cannot do, in that we have any Trade 
left, which, if their Goods were as good as 
ours, and Cheaper, we fhould dot have 

The next part of Under-felling is, when one 
makes Goods of an Inferiour Nature,and puthes 

them on the Market by their meer Cheapnefs, 
to fupplant another 

This indeed our Neighbours may do, and 
this they do; but I fay, tho’ this may hurt us, 
yet this isnot a fufficient Reafon, why we fhould 
tink the Price of our Manufaétures to follow 
their Counterfeits, and fo fall the Value with 
them, which will be the Confequence, and be 
but Counterfeits our felves. Andhere, 

ot. [ fay, it will be found Impraéticable to 
lower the Price of our Goods, andthe Price of 
Labour, and yet preferve the Quality, the 
Worth of our Englifh Manufa&ure, is an In- 
trinfick, not an Imaginary Worth; the Rates 
of'thootaue! fated dpon real Foundations, and 


bare avtdae.proportion-to the Weighr, Subftance’ 


and, Excellenté of Workmenfhip, and { am of 
tha Mpinion; no Natidn in the World, not- 
withitinding the Daarnefs of Wages in Eng- 
lend, can‘besfoond, who bring Manufactures to 


the Markets Abroad Cheaper than ours, whofe 
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terfeits and Rivals, even among our felves. 
’Twould pe in vain for any County or Town in 
England, to Ereét the Trade of Bays, tho” they 
made them lower than Cokpbeffer, Bucking, &c, 
They are known by their Faces, the Foreign 
Merchants buy them by the Seal and Marks of 
the Towns, and know they are not deceiv’d ; 
fair dealing and keeping up to Length and 
Goodnefs, has brought the Town of Colchefter 
to fuch a Reputation, that the Buyer will take 
the Hall-Mark for the Goodnefs of his Wares 
he Buys, and preferving their Integrity ac 
Home, has preferv’d their Reputation As 
broad. 

I cannot think any Man will infift upon it, 
that it can be for the Intereft of England to 
Lower the Goodnefs of the Manufaéture, which 
would be to fink the Reputation atonce, which 
has heen fo many Ages in gaining. 

But fhould this prepofterous Step be taken, 
the End would be ftill] Unanfwer’d, tor the Fo- 
reiga Goods would fail in proportion. 

If you are for Low’ring the Prices, and not 
the Goodoefs, tha’. E am of the Opinion, that 
is Impfaéticable; then, 

1. This could-not be done fo much without 
pofitively Starving the Workmen, butthat the 
Foreign Rivals we {peak of, by the help of 2 
Cheaper Navigation, and a Cheaper way of 
Living, would be able to fink their Prices ftill 
much beyond us, becaufe they would.have feve- 
ral-Articles to do it in, we. but one. 

2. This canngt be dose- without Low’ring’ 
the Rates of our Poors Wages, which I. fhall 
Examine more particularly into, to the Satisfa- 
ion, I hope, of fuch as are willing to 4e fatis- 
fied, and ascan haye Patience to {ee the End of 
a Cafe, before they pals their-Genfuyes.

In order to this, and according to their pecu- 
liar Province in Cenfuring Things Scandalous, 
they refol¥e to Expofe, as far as in them lies, 
the Horrid Praétices now made ufe of all over 
the Nation, for the procuring Votes in Eletti- 
ons of Members, being a thing really Scanda- 
lous to the Nation, Injurious to the Publick, 
and at this time particularly, dangerous tothe 
Safety and Peace of this Proteftant Nation.
